WAS 
FIR ST TO PERSUADE STAGE 
STARS TO ENTER FILMS 
M any 
contend 
that 
the 
industry 
w hich today exerts the greatest direct 
influence upon the people of the Unit­ 
ed States is the motion picture. 
It is 
estim ated that 20,000,000 people go to 
the movies daily; it is our fifth largest 
industry and its acknowledged leader 
is Adolph Zukor, President of the F a­ 
mous Players-Easky Corporation, who 
cam e to this country a little more than 
37 years ago—a sixteen y ear old im­ 
m igrant boy from H ungary. 
Mr. Zukor is today a t the head of 
a corporation whose assets total over 
$60,000,000.00; as a boy he landed al 
Castle Garden, New York, with just 
$25.00 in his pocket and without know 
ing a single soul in tho new world 
Moreover, his little knowledge of E n g ­ 
lish made it at first difficult for him 
to 
secure 
employment. 
When 
hi. 
money was about exhausted, he finally 
located a job in a fur store at $2.00 
a week. His duties consisted of sweep 
ing the floors of the store. 
He not 
only toiled diligently during the day 
hut he spent his evenings perfecting 
his knowledge of English and study­ 
ing American business methods. Four 
years later when Zukor had a then 
w orking idea of the fur business, he 
took advantage of an opening embrae 
ing an opportunity to go to Chicago 
and em bark upon the fur trade for 
himself. 
Invented Fur Knap 
There two 
things

He m arried and he invented a patent

Zukor

w riting letters to the producers ask ­ 
ing them for better pictures.

He saw th a t this young 
giant, lite movies, would die aborning 
unless somebody did som ething quick­ 
ly.

Zukor interested Daniel Frohm an, <\p«‘ 
of the leading figures of the theatrical 
wdrld, in his schemes and the corn 
pany was launched. 
This was in 1912 
and the organization was called the 
Fam ous Players Film Company.

with the great S arah B ernhardt as the 
star. 
“The P risoner of Zendo” with 
Jam es J. H ackett followed, and fa­ 
mous stage people like Ethel B arry­ 
more arui Mrs. Flake had been won 
over to the cinema. 
Soon Mr. Zukor had belied the thou 
sands of people who called him “vi­ 
sionary” and “fanatic.”

O ther pictures entered the field,

July, 1916, the Fam ous Players Film 
Company and the Jesse E. Ensky F e at­ 
ure Play Com pany were combined u n ­ 
der' the na mo of Fam ous Player s-Eas- 
ky Corporation.
